A series of devastating earthquakes in Southern 
California last night took more than 120 lives and in- 
jured upwards of 4,000 persons. 

Property damage mounted into the millions. 

Fires scattered over the countryside added to 
night of terror. 

Death trod heaviest from Santa Ana across the 
greater metropolitan Los Angeles area to Long 
Beach. 

Long Beach bore the brunt of the shocks. 65 
bodies were reported recovered from ruins in the 
business and waterfront areas. Authorities esti- 
mated the death toll in Long Beach would reach 
nearer 100, the injured 1,000. 

In Los Angeles 12 were known dead. 
tals were filled with 3,000 injured. 

Deaths were reported from 12 other cities in 
the triangle of disaster, extending over an area ap- 
proximating 200 miles in length, from San Diego 
on the south to Ventura on the north.
